i.  The  Company  has  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and  describe  correctly 
the  property  to  be  sold,  but  it  does  not  warrant  the  correctness  of  description, 
genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of  said  property. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale,  all  bids  are  to 
be  for  a  single  article  even  though  more  than  one  article  is  included  under  a  num- 
bered item  in  the  catalogue.  If,  however,  the  articles  under  any  one  numbered 
item  are  designated  as  a  "Lot"  then  bids  are  to  be  for  the  lot  irrespective  of  the 
number  of  articles  described  in  such  item. 

4.  The  highest  bidder  accepted  by  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer.  In  the  event 
of  any  dispute  between  bidders,  the  auctioneer  may,  in  his  discretion,  determine 
who  is  the  successful  bidder,  and  his  decision  shall  be  final;  or  the  auctioneer  may 
reoffer  and  resell  the  article  in  dispute.

Note:  This  and  the  following  three  lots  (Nos.  31  to  34)  constitute 
an  exceptional  service  of  Creil  faience,  which  is  rarely  found  today  in 
large  sets;  it  comes  from  the  Collection  of  the  Dowager  Duchess  d'Uzes, 
Chateau  de  Bonnelles,  (Seine-et-Oise),  France.  The  Creil  factory  was 
established  in  1775  under  a  grant  by  Louis  XVI  to  two  Englishmen  for 
the  manufacture  of  transfer-printed  ware,  which  became  exceedingly 
popular,  and  the  factories  at  Creil  and  Montereau  were  succeeded  by 
others  in  the  hands  of  Frenchmen.  The  second  factory  was  started  at 
Creil  in  1799.  Much  of  this  transfer-printed  work  was  extremely  fine, 
and  relatively  little  of  the  ware  has  survived,  on  account  of  its  great 
fragility.
